ALBANY, March 6.—Mrs. Florence 
E. S. Knapp, former Secretary ‘of 
State, will. escape criminal prosecu- 
tion growing out of charges lodged’ 
against her with Governor Smith by 
the Cities Census Committee as a 
result ‘of her conduct of ‘the 1925 
State enumeration and in large meas- 
ure sustained in a’report made to 
the Governor following an investiga- 
tion by Randal J. Le Boeuf Jr. as 
Commissioner under the Sherman- 
Moreland act. 

The charges included grand lar- 
ceny, forgery, false certification and 
destruction of: official records, in ad- 
dition to sundry misdemeanors. Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles J. Herrick of 
Albany County to whom the Gover- 
nor forwarded the Le Boeuf report 
and a record of the testimony taken 
before him in a report submitted to 
the Governor today, declared that 
after careful study of this he had 
found no. ground for prosecution of 
Mrs. Knapp and.would not. gubmit 
her case to the grand jury. 

The decision of District Attorney 
Herrick did not comd as a surprise. 
For weeks, in fact evér since the re- 
port of Commissioner Le Boeuf, which:

$10,000,000 Goal Is Near. 

The Rockefeller donation makes 
certain that the $10,000,000 goul 
sought by those who conceived the 
idea of the Great Smoky Mountains 
National Park will be reached. Near- 
ly $5,000,000 has been raised by pub- 
lic subscription and by legislative 
appropriation in North Carolina and 
Tennessee. The State funds author- 
ized to date are to be raised by bond 
issues. 

The $10,000,000 fund will be used 
to. nurchase the vast tract of land 
for the Great Smoky Mountains Na- 
tional Park.. The acquisition of the 
land has been placed in the hands of 
the North Carolina National Park 
Commission in North Carolina,’ and 
a similar. park commission is charged 
with the duty of acquiring lands in 
Tennessee.

WASHINGTON, March _ 6.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has been advised in re- 
ports submitted by Representative 
Martin B. Madden, Chairman of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, that the appropriations passed ‘so 
far represent no increase over the 
budget estimates, and finds that the 
present money situation in Congress 
does: not jeopardize the chances of 
a moderate tax reduction.

VALUE OF MODERN ART 
SUBJECT OF A DEBATE 


Schoen Defends It as a Sign of 
Vitality—Cesinsky Deplores 
Criticism of Tradition. 





Modern art was discussed last 
night in a debate at the Exposition 
of Modern French Decorative Art at 
Lord & Taylor’s, before an audience 
made up of members of the Architec- 
tural League, the Arts-in-Trade Club 
and the American Group of the So- 
ciéte des Architectes Dinlémes par le 
Gouvernement Francais. 

Eugene Schoen, New York archi- 
tect, defended modern art against 
the attacks of Herbert Cesinsky, au- 
thority on period furniture.

‘Some of it is the 
work of charlatans and some of it 
is childish. But we must always 
judge a period -by its best.

Mr. Cesinsky argued that the 
periods in art had been logi 
velopments from precedin pe Eo 
developed by craftsmen who sought 
to carry on inherited traditions, each

DECOY $50,000 TRAPS 
SMITH GIRL SUSPECT 


Northampton Man Threatened 
Missing Stadent’s Father ‘in Letter 
Demanding Money. 





NORTHAMPTON, Mass., March 6 
(?).—Michael Buinickas of this city 
was arrested tonight after he had 
taken from a box at the Northamp- 
ton Postoffice a decoy package 
placed there in response to a threat- 
ening letter received by St. John 
Smith of New York, father of Miss 
Francis St. John Smith, missing 
Smith College freshman. 

Buinickas was arrested by post- 
office inspectors on a charge . of 
using the mails to defraud and was 
held in jail tonight while authorities 
renewed an investigation in the be- 
lief ‘that. he might have knowledge 
of »the: girl's sappearance. ‘They 
based this ‘belief on the: fact that 
while Buinickas had lived here for 
sixteen years-and-had-a-box at the 
postoffice for seven years,: he hired 
another under .a fictitious _name 
Jan. 10, three days before, Miss Smith 
-disappeared. 

A special delivery letter addressed 
to Miss Smith’s father was mailed 
at Springfield, Feb. 18. . It demanded 
that he send $50,000 in an unregis- 
tered and uninsured package to Box 
515 at ‘the~ Northampton Postoffice. 
This box had been.rented under the 
name of ‘‘A. Khunski.’’ 

J.J. Breslin and-Thomas.C. Cronin, 
Postoffice Inspectors at Boston, were 
detailed to investigaté the letter in 
an effort to discover the ‘sender. 

They placed the decoy package in 
the. box, attached. tq a string con- 
nected with an electric switch so that 
a buzzer in the Postmaster’s office 
would be sounded when the ‘package 
was removed... They were waiting in 
the office tonight when they heard 
the buzzer and dashed out to capture 
Buinickas. 4 > 

_After. his. arrest Buinickas at ‘first 
said he did not know who had rented 
the box, but had been sent to get its 
contents by.another man whose name 
he did,not know. Later, the Postof- 
fice Inspectors said, he admitted that 
he had rented the box Jan. 10 under 
a fictitious name,and address and 
that, he had mailed the letter.

The program was poor and members 
of the audience already were count- 
ing their chickens when the principal 
promoter appeared on the stage and 
announced: - ’ .

BRIAND 10 MEET 
KELLOGG PROPOSAL 


He Is Now Expected to Accept 
Anti-War Plan at Its 
Face Value. 


HEEDS BRITISH ADVICE 


Effort Will Be Made to Ascer- 
tain Exactly What America 
Is Willing to Do, 


BIG POWERS CONSULTED 


French Minister’s Reply to Note 
Will Reflect Common View in 
Get-Together Spirit.

GENEVA, March 6.—It is desired 
by the Foreign Ministers gathered 
here as members of the Council of 
the League of Nations that it be 
made quite clear that they are not 
discussing Secretary Kellogg’s anti- 
war plan officially. There is even a 
desire to avoid giving the impression 
that the American proposal is being 
dealt with by the League of Nations. 

That reservation made, it may be 
stated that the French, British and 
German Foreign Ministers and the 
Italian and Japanese delegates have 


discussed the project informally and 
that these conversations appear to 
mark an important development. 

It may be taken for granted that 
the other Governments concerned 
now know, or will be informed very 
shortly, of the substance of the reply 
M. Briand will make to Washington, 
probably at the beginning of next 
week, and it is to be presumed that 
pee reply will represent the common 
view. 


British Get Procedure Changed. 


Due apparently largely to the in- 
fluence of the English, the Kellogg 
proposal will be henceforth handled 
in a different manner than that 
which has consisted in an exchange 
of polemical notes between Washing- 
ton and Paris. 

Instead of allowing European res- 
ervations to remain as targets for 
the American Secretary of State to 
shoot at, an effort is now to be made 
by the other nations involved to as- 
certain just what the United States 
is really willing to do in the way of 
an international commitment on the 
issue of peace and just what, if any, 
reservations we would make to a 
pledge never to fight under any con- 
ditions. 

Since Mr. Kellogg’s last note, in 
repeating the original American 

roposal, took the affair back to 
ts ginning, so the new policy of 
the European nations represented by 
France will be to take their end of 
the business back to the beginning. 

Bearing in mind the firm convic- 
tion of European diplomats that the 
American Secretary of State and the 
Senate do not really mean, for ex- 
ample, to agree to withdraw the 
force back of the Monroe Doctrine 
and arbitrate issues arising under it, 
it is evident that they are seeking to 
avoid Mr. Kellogg’s charge that they 
spoil the purity of the American pro- 
posal by suggesting reservations and 
aim to open a way for the United 
States to share in the adulteration 
process. If, as they do not believe, 
America is really ready to agree 
never to fight about anything, then 
that development is so epoch-mak- 
ing that Europe wants to knew more 
about it. 


May Accept American Proposal. 


And so M. Briand’s next note to 
Mr. Kellogg, while written on behalf 
of France, may state that its terms 
were drafted after consultation with 
the representatives of England, Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan. And instead 
of continuing to argue the virtue of 
the European reservations with re- 
spect to the League and other duties, 
the note will go in the direction of 
taking the American. proposal at its 
face value and may even constitute 
acceptance by France of Mr. Kel- 
logg’s proposal that Paris join with 

ashington in suggesting that the 
other four nations undertake to find 
a formula outlawing war as an in- 
strument of national policy. 

There will probably be avoidance 
of the expressions ‘‘aggression’”’ and 
‘“‘sanctions,’’ instead there being an 
expression of feeling that in the ne- 

otiations on the base of the Franco- 

merican suggestion ‘‘considera- 
tions’? which will be suggested by 
the various sides mor be weighed. 

It is calculated that this procedure 
will draw from the Americans a 
more accurate statement of what the 
United States is willing to do. The 
feeling prevailing among the diplo- 
mats gathered here is that as soon 
as the Americans get in touch with 
the actual situation they will appre- 
ciate problems which do not appear 
to them at a distance and will rea- 
lize that in practice America may 
be able to do more than supply a 
vague formula which, frankly, has 
not been understood on this side of 
the Atlantic. 


Borah Article Attracts Attention. 


Senator Borah’s article in THE New 
York Times of Feb. 5 has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention here, 
especially because of his argument 
that if one party to an outlawry of 
war treaty breaks it, the other od 
tories will be free from their obliga- 
tions. Mr. peg pro was not 
so construed at first. It is evident that 
if Senator Borah is rightly under- 
stood, the ue members would 
have the right to punish aggression 
when it. occurred and the European 
powers would have the right to pro- 
tect their allies if they were assailed.

Geneva Spirit Influence. 


Thus it will be seen that the Geneva 
get-together spirit has had its effect 
on the Franco-American. negotia- 
tions.

long-range polemics, the League idea 
prevails of getting closer to the 
Americans and trying to understand 
what they really offer. 

It is quite apparent that this spirit 
has altered M. Briand’s position, so 
that instead of the distrust manifest- 
ed by the French dinlomats in Paris 
last week, one finds today agreement 
with the English that the right thing 
to do is to get the Americans to ex- 
plain further. 

_ Of course one hears talk about call- 
ing the American bluff, and to an 
extent such a motive does enter into 
the new plan for negotiating.

Eastman, the American philan- 
thropist, has returned here after a 
successful shooting trip in the South- 
ern Sudan and Uganda. Mr. East- 
man shot several elephants and is 
especially gratified at getting a white 
rhinoceros. 

The shooting of white rhinoceri 
is strictly prohibited, normally, in the 
Sudan and Uganda, but the Amer- 
ican managed to obtain a Govern- 
ment permit to shoot one, if he could, 
so that he might present it to the 
Rochester (N. Y.) Museum. The 
hunter said the specimen was a good 
one and would be mounted in his 
home city.

Passing through the scenes of the 
recent tribal disturbances in the Nuer 
country, the Eastman party saw air- 
planes in action against the native 
raiders.

De Rivera Declares Spain Would

del Castillo not been assassinated, 
Spain would never have suffered the 
shame of pursuing so unequal a 
struggle as the war with the United

LONDON, March 6 @).—Both the 
Prince of Wales and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Winston Churchill, 
took occasion tonight at a dinner 
given in honor of the Argentine 
Ambassador, José Evaristo Uriburu, 
by the British Latin American Cham- 
ber of Commerce to emphasize the 
friendly relations between Great 
Britain and. Argentina. 

The Prince was in a happy mood. 
He spoke partly in Spanish, apologiz- 
ing for his pronunciation amid much 
laughter. He gave a toast to Argen- 
tina and called attention to the fact 
that that country and Great Britain 
had not broken their friendship for 
more than a century. 

“The relations between the two 
countries prove that there can be 
friendship in money matters,’ he 
said. ‘‘It is my firm conviction that 
these cordial relations will continue. 
I think I may say that Britishers are 
always ready to take the rough with 
the smooth, and there have been 
some rough patches for British in- 
vestors in Argentine securities in the 
past. But today the credit of the 
republic stands so high that British 
capitalists, great and small, are in- 
vesting in many enterprises, which 
it is hoped will aid Argentina and 
add prosperity to its citizens. 

“Then there is the horse,” the 
Prince went on, ‘‘The horse has

French Jury Reaches Verdict in 
15 Minutes After All Defense 
Witnesses. Fail. 


BELGIAN REMAINS DEFIANT 


Says Penalty Will Please Friends 
—Blamed for Some German 
Executions in War. 


PARIS, March 6 ).—Jules Cesar 
Joseph Laperre, the Belgian accused 
of being a German spy during. the 
World War, today was found guilty 
and sentenced to life imprisonment 
in a fortress. He remained defiant 
toward his accusers to the end of to- 
day’s court proceedings. 

He abandoned this attitude only 
when his wife, who swooned yester- 
day when called to testify, came into 
court ready to tell her story. But 
the Judge would not receive her as 
a witness and Laperre waved her 
away with a gesture that expressed 
the only kindly feeling he showed 
during the trial. 

Not even the scathing denunciation 
of M. Gazier, the Public Prosecutor, 
moved the prisoner. 

“T want no one’s blood but would 
ask for your life without hesitation 
if the law permitted,’’ the attorney 
shouted at Laperre. ‘‘Hundreds 
were executed during the war for 
trifles, compared with the atrocities 
you have committed.” 

(The French law permits no death 
penalty for military crimes except 
when the country is at war.) 

After fifteen minutes the jury re- 
ported. Laperre then leaned from 
the prisoners’ dock and thanked his 
attorney. 

“This sentence will please my 
friends in Belgium,’ he said.

“Holy War’ Reported Procilaimed. 


LONDON; March 6 (4).—The ‘‘holy 
war’’ in Arabia came nearer to real- 
ity. tonight when an e Tele- 
angie Agency dispatch from Jerusa- 
em brought unofficial word that 
Ibn Saud, King of the Hedjaz and 
Sultan of Nejd had made a formal 
declaration hostilities against the 
three British mandates that border 
his desert realm from the Red Sea 
to the head of the Persian Gulf. 

The situation was created when 
the Arabian desert King, formerly a 
friend of Great Britain, decided to 
cast his lot hem the warlike groups 
which long have been raiding their 
northern "tetgbioute, Ibn Saud, with 
typical Mohammedan tactics, at 
once put the movement on a re- 
ligious plane. He is, however, di- 
recting his wrath at “‘renegade and 
unfai es sects against whom he 
will lead ‘‘true Moslems.” 

These is a suspicion in some quar- 
ters that Ibn Saud’s threat may be 
meray tactical. These sources see 

him aiming at a closer relation with 
certain powerful sheiks who have not 
been supporting his rather unstable 
desert realm with any too great loy- 
alty. They also credit: Saud with a 
yearning for the yearly subsidy which 
the British gave him for his aid in 
ceopene. some of Turkey’s allies busy 
during the World War. 

Ibn Saud gained his dominance in 
Arabia by valiant deeds in tribal 
warfare and ascetic habits of living. 
Despite his desert surroundings he 
has a great fondness for radio and 
fast automobiles. When he travels 
through the Arabian wilderness he 
and his harem of twenty-four wives 
with a large staff move at high 
a in huge motors. 

The Sultan’s own cars and those of 
his suite are luxurious affairs that 
would grace any boulevard. The wo- 
men, however, ride in glorified police 
vans without windows and contain- 
ing no seats. The two dozen Queens 
squat on the floor and get their ven- 
tilation from slots on each side and 
in the rear of their vehicles. Two 
touring cars carry fifty swarthy 

ards, who see that none approaches 

e traveling harem and that none of 
the women attempts to get out and 
walk home. 


Arabs Again Menace Koweit. 


BASRA, Iraq, March 6 ().—Sheik 
Feisal ed Dowlish, leader of the 
desert tribesmen who have been 
raiding the Kowelt district, is re- 
ported to be again on the move. 

It is understood that the aircraft 
baseestablished in Koweit consists of 
ten bombing machines, ten armored 
cars and numerous transport vehicles 
and ambulance cars.

How Saud Rose to Power. 


When Ibn Saud, head of the Wah- 


habis, who belo to the Senussi 
sect of Moslem ‘‘Quakers,’’ or fun- 
damentalists of Koran, over- 
threw the dynasty of Hussein at 
Hejaz in 1924 it was believed that he 
would establish at Mecca a Govern- 
ment similar to that at Stamboul in 
pre-war days, where the powers with 
Moslem subjects might exert their 
influence as formerly in the Mo- 
hammedan world. 

This Saud, who as a youth of 20 
in 1901, had united his people by 
egg literal interpretations of 
he Koran, had developed a formid- 
able government in the interior oases 
and, on the outbreak of the World 
War, had claimed the oasis of Khur- 
ma from Hussein, who was then the 
Grand Shereff of Mecca. 

Just as Colonel T. E. Lawrence 
brought Hussein and his sons to the 
side of Great Britain, so Captain W. 
H. I, Shakespeare influenced Saud 
in a similar manner. Both under- 
Seok. a campaign against Ibn Rashid, 
an ally of Turkey, which failed at 
the battle of Jarrah where Captain 
Shakespeare was killed. After this, 
Lawrence attempted to swing Saud

Hussein Attacked and Overthrown. 


Lawrence has always affirmed that 
such a promise had actually been 


passed on by him to Hussein from the 
British Government, but although 
Hussein was recognized as King of 
Hejaz the Arab countries of Pales- 
tine, Syria, ce and Transjordania 
were otherwise disposed of while the 
British showed no disposition to 
bring the other Arab communities, 
least of all the Wahabis of Saud, un- 





der the septre of Hussein. So when 
the latter was attacked by Saud he 
received no aid, was defeated and 
overthrown, and Saud united Hejaz 
to his own kingdom with the ca yo 
of all at Mecca and the title of King 
of Hejaz. 

But Mecca was not to become a 
Stamboul. Before long Saud sought 
still further to enlarge his Kingdom, 
attacking first Iraq, where Feisal, 
the son of Hussein, reigned as King 
under British protection, then Trans- 
jordania where another son reigned, 
and finally helped the revolt of the 
Syrians against the French mandate. 

This is the condition which now 
obtains in Central Arabia and along 
the Red Sea, with the Arab pop- 
ulations growing more and more 
restive. What is said to be partic-

Proposa. to. Prohibit Evidence 
Obtained Without Authority 
Is Turned Down. 


‘THREE MEASURES APPROVED 


One of Group Pending in Legisia- 
ture Would Provide Changes in 
the Laws of Intestacies. 


Fourteen of seventeen pending 
legislative bills reported on yester- 
day by the Bar Association’s Com- 
mittee on the Amendment of the 
Law were disapproved, either be- 
cause the proposed amendments are 
not desirable or because the bills 
were not in proper form. Heading 
the list turned down was the bill of 
Senator Evans and Assemblyman 
Esquirol to prohibit the use in 
prosecutions, mainly in liquor cases, 
of evidence obtained without 
authority. 

The bills have had some support 
because they were designed to re- 
move the present conflict between 


the New York State and Federal | 


court ruling as to the use of evidence 
taken in raids or on arrests without 
warrants. Although fourteen States 
have followed: the United States 
Supreme Court in reversing convic- 
tions in hich evidence illegally ob- 
tained was introduced, thirty-one are 
in accord with New York State. In 


disapproving the bill the committee: 
said: 


‘This bill is against the weight of 
reasoned authority, and broader in 
its application than opinion in its 
support.”’ 


Rejects Bill on Injunctions. 


The committee also rejected the 
bill of Senator Byrne .and Assembly- 
man Lefkowitz to prevent the issu- 
ance of temporary injunctions in 
labor disputes until after the party 
to be enjoined has been heard and 
a somewhat similar bill requiring 
that a jury pass on questions of fact 


before a court may rule on an appli- 
cation for an injunction. ‘‘It should 
not be forgotten that only improper 
acts may be enjoined, else the law 
would clothe with propriety unseem- 
ly conduct,’’ the committee said. 

A bill of Assemblyman Alterman, 
making it possible for the executors 
or administrators of the estate of a 
deceased persun to bring suit for a 
libel of that person after his death 
is eee with the comment: 

*"The deceased may have libeled a 
person during his lifetime. That per- 
son has no redress. One may have 
libeled a deceased during his life- 
time. His right of action does not 
survive his death. But if one libels 
a deceased person after his death his 
executor or administrator is given a 
right of action.’’ 

f three important bills approved 
by the committee one is that of As- 
semblyman Jenks embodying the leg- 
islation proposed by the Commission 
to Investigate Defects in the Law of 
Estates, which emong other things 
aes ge the widow or surviving hus- 

and againsi disinheritance, abol- 
ishes the present difference between 
the inheritance of realty and per- 
sonal property in cases of intestacy, 
increases the share of the surviving 
spouse and concentrates estates in 
the nearer and more dependent rela- 
tives. The committee believes the 
bill should be modified to take ef- 
fect Sept. 1, 1929, instead of Jan. 1 
next, to give attcrncys and the pub- 
lic generally more time to familiarize 
themselves with it. 


Would Admit 2 Business Entry. 


Another bill approved is that of 
Senator Grecnberg and Assembly- 
man Alterman to permit introduction 
in evidence of an entry or memo- 
randum found to have been made in 
the course of business, similar to a 
statute proposed by a committee of 
specialists on evidence chosen by the 


Legal Research Committee, which 
included Chief Judge Cardozo of the 
Court of Appeals, Justice Stone of 
the United States Supreme Court 
and Dean Pound of Harvard. At 
ao such an entry is inadmissi- 
le where a witness is able to re- 
fresh his recollection and give oral 
testimony as to the entry. 

The committee gives approval also 
to a bill of Senator Russell which 
would make it unnecessary for an at- 
torney during a trial to say ‘‘excep- 
tion’’ each time the trial Judge rules 
against him or forfeit his right to 
appeal on that point. The bill would 
substitute a ‘‘seasonable objection”’ 
as pert of a new paragraph in the 
Civil Practice act. 

“The exception means nothing to 
a trial Justice and is of no aid to an 
appellate court. It may properly be 
abolished,’’ said the committee. 





Rosalsky Defends Palestine Work. 

Those who criticize Jewish achieve- 
ments in Palestine today are not 
aware of the true situation and do 
not realize the ideal behind the effort 
to rebuild the Holy Land, Judge Otto 
A. Rosalsky declared in a radio 
speech over Station WGL last night. 
‘(Whatever the-errors that have oc- 
curred,’’ he said, ‘‘they are all a part 
of a great pioneering enterprise 
hardly peculiar to Palestine, but 
which characterizes every great en- 
deavor for the realization of ideal 
conditions of life.’’

Foreign’ Affairs Committee 
Votes 6 to 5 Against Reso- 
lution for World Action. 


KELLOGG SUPPORT IGNORED 


Chairman Porter Declares Proposal 
is an Empty Gesture, Unfair 
to Other Powers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
today went on record in opposition 
to any declaration by the United 
States to outlaw the submarine as an 
agency of warfare. 

By a vote of 6 to 5 the committee 
tabled the resolution offered by Rep- 
resentative Frothingham, Republi- 
can, of Massachusetts, declaring it 
to be the sense of Congress ‘‘that 
the use of submarines be prohibited 
and their construction discontinued 
in this and every other country.”’ 

This action was ‘taken in the face 
of a letter from Secretary Kellogg, in 
which he declared the United States 
would be willing to outlaw submarines 
if an agreement to that effect would 
be effected with other world powers. 
In the absence of such an agreement, 
the Secretary said, ‘‘it would be fu- 
tile for this Government to attempt 
an innovation of this kind indepen- 
dently of other nations.’’ 


How the Members Voted. 


Members of the House Committee 
who voted to table the Frothingham 
resolution were: Chairman Porter 
of Pennsyslvania, Representatives 
Morton D. Hull of Illinois, Korell of 
Oregon, Maas of Minnesota and 
Eaton of New Jersey, Republicans, 
and McReynolds of Tennessee, Dem- 
ocrat. 

Those who voted for the resolu- 
tion, or in favor of outlawing sub- 
marines, were: Representatives 
Bloom of New York and Moore of 
Virginia, Democrats, and Represen- 
tatives Temple of Pennsylvania, Cole 
of Iowa and Cooper of Wisconsin, 
Republicans. 

Chairman Porter asserted that the 
United States had no right to ask 
other nations to abandon the use of 
craft which they regarded as essen- 
tial to their national defense. 

“I regard this resolution as an 
empty gesture,” he commented. 
“The sole protection which many of 
the smaller nations of the world have 
against great naval powers is the 
submarine. We have no more right 
to ask France and Italy, for instance, 
to abolish their only means of de- 
fense on sea than they would have 
to ask us to abolish our only means 
of defense—the navy. It is more than 
an empty gesture, because in asking 
them to abolish the submarine we 
are strengthening ‘eur own defense 
by weakening theirs. The advocates 
of peace are weary of empty ges- 
tures.”’ 

The movement to force the aban- 
donment of submarines has been 
temporarily checked by today’s ac- 
tion of the committee, but it spon- 
sors, so it was said today, are likely 
to make an attempt to revive the is- 
sue in the debates on the sixteen- 
ship naval building bill. 

An amendment along the lines of 
the Frothingham resolution probabl 
will be offered. The House commi 
tee scrapped the provision of the 
Wilbur program calling for thirty- 
two new submarines at a cost of 
$100,000,000. 

Way Paved for Debate. 


Notice has been served by Repre- 
sentative McClintic of Oklahoma, 
Democratic member of the House 
Naval Committee, who filed a minor- 
ity report against the building bill 
today, that he plans to offer a sub- 
stitute measure providing for fifteen 
submarines at a cost of $75,000,000 
and changes in eighteen battleships 
to make them serviceable as aircraft 
carriers, instead of the $274,000,000 
program for fifteen cruisers and one 
aircraft carrier recommended by the 
committee. This is expected to pave 
the way for discussing the submarine 
question presented by the Frothing- 
ham resolution. ; 

A proposed rule for consideration 
of the Naval bill was discussed to- 
day at a meeting of the House Naval 
Committee. The committee eed 
to ask for six hours instead of ten 
hours for debate, and to request that 
a day next week be set aside for 
consideration of the measure. Chair- 
man Butler was instructed to take 
the question up with the Rules Com- 
mittee tomorrow.

We leave to 
Congress the duties imposed upon 
that body by the Constitution of the 
United States and by the people of 
the United States.’’ 

The import of the Secretary’ 8 re- 
marks was unmistakable.

BERLIN, March 6.—Germany will 
end her present trade treaty with 
England as soon as possible, Dr.

SBEK TAXI DRIVER 
IN GAMBLER’S DEATH 


Police Are Told That Spencer 


Displayed $1,700 Cash Just 
Before Entering Car. 


ABUSED CHAUFFEUR ALSO 


One Theory ts That Victim Was 
Killed While Trying to Collect De- 
fense Fund for Brooklyn Gunman. 


Two lines of inquiry were being 
pursued last night by detectives in- 
vestigating the murder of John 
Henry (Scarface) Spencer, notorious 
gambler, who was found dying in a 
gutter in the Red Hook section of 
Brooklyn early Sunday morning. 

Their primary effort was to find 
the taxicab driver known to have 
picked up Spencer two hours before 
he was slain, and only about a mile 
from where he was found. They 
were also trying to check up on 
shady associates of the dead gambler 
with whom he might have quarreled 
over the defense fund he was col- 
lecting for Charles J. Dougherty, 
gunman, who is now on trial in the 
Kings County Court for carrying a 
pistol, and who faces a life term as 
a fourth offender if he is convicted. 

As a result of information volun- 
teered by two ‘‘respectable’’ friends 
of Spencer, who did not leave him 
until 2:15 Sunday morning, the police 
have satisfied themselves that he did 
not leave Brooklyn that night and 
did not make a big winning in a dice 
game, as was at first believed.

She Studies Layout of East Side 
Jewelry Store—Three Minutes 
Later Gunmen Appear. 


ONE OF 2 VICTIMS IS BOUND 


Four Escape In Stolen Auto, Which 
Is Found Abandoned in Seventh 
Street—Car Taken Monday. 


Four robbers, acting in concert 
with a bob-haired girl and another 
man, whom they sent ahead to study 
the layout of the jewelry store of M. 
Feffer and M. Shafran, at 37 Clinton 
Street, got away yesterday with jew- 
elry valued at more than $10,000. 
They bound Morris Shafran, one of 
the proprietors, and compelled M.

ON BAUMES LAWS 


Martin Refuses to Re-Sentence 
Negro, Brought From Sing 
Sing, as a Second Offender. 


SCORES ACT AS ‘INJUSTICE’ 


He Says Such Legislation Is Product 
of Small Communities Which Know 
Little of Citles’. Problems. 


Asserting that rigid interpretation 
of the Baumes laws compelled injus- 
tice on the part of Judges, and at- 
tacking the laws themselves as legis- 
lation by “‘those who don’t know 
anything about the-problems of large 
cities,’ County Judge George W. 
Martin in Brooklyn refused yester- 
day to resentence William A. Reeder, 
negro, whom he had sent to Sing 
Sing for three years on a plea of 
guilty as first offender in a viola- 
tion of the Sullivan law. ; 

Reeder was indicted for carrying @ 

un, as a second offender, in Octo- 

er, 1926, and later pleaded guilty to 

the charge as a first offender, which 
plea was accepted on recommenda- 
tion of Assistant District Attorney 
Frederick Kopff. He was sent to 
Sing Sing, from where Warden 
Lawes communicated with District 
Attorney Dodd, notifying him that 
Reeder was a second offender, hav- 
ing been convicted on a charge of 
receiving stolen property in 1921. Ac- 
cordingly he was returned for re- 
sentence under the Baumes laws. 

Yesterday Judge Martin told the 

risoner at he would not resen- 

nce him, at least until a similar 
case now before the Court of Ap- 
peals is decided. If the higher court 
decided that the other man would 


have to be resentenced, Judge Mar-| 


tin said he would be compelled to 
resentence Reeder also. 

“T am not satisfied,’? Judge Martin 
continued, ‘‘that the Legislature has 

assed laws by which it was in- 
ended without check to compel a 
Judge to mete out injustice to a very 
large majority. I have in mind some 
of these so-called Baumes laws. If 
yon don’t agree with some people’s 
nterpretation of these laws and their 
relation to other laws, it is on 
some not in possession of the facts 
and without the slightest knowledge 
of the meaning and scope of the law, 
it is charged that Judges refused to 
enforce the laws. Such a charge is 
born of ignorance and a 

“Judges not only want to enforce 
the laws, but they do enforce the 
laws. For my part, I want it estab- 
lished first just what the meaning of 
the law is. It is my duty as a Judge 
to interpret and to enforce a law as 
I understand it, That I will do, un- 
til such time as our Appellate Courts 
have told me I am in error. Of 
course, their decision will be my 
guide and authority. 

‘“‘There are some of these so-called 
Baumes laws which, if the people 
understood them. would be repealed 
in short order. In the case of rob- 
bers, burglars that invade the home, 
and other vicious criminals, the pun- 
ishment cannot be too severe. ut, 
according to the view of some, there 
is no difference under the Baumes 
laws between the unfortunates in 
crime and the hardened and vicious 
criminal. 

“It is held that the Baumes laws 
have robbed the Judges of their 
sense of judgment and justice and 
compel them to mete out injustice. I 
don’t believe that such is the import 
of these Baumes laws. I realize that 
these laws are the product of repre- 
sentatives of smail communities, 
where they have very little crime 
—_ know nothing of the problem of 
crime.”’

NOT A FUELLESS MACHINE 


“Inter-Atomic” Force Increases 
Electric Battery Power, He Says 
—Scouts Hendershot Claims. 


An Italian Jesuit priest from Brazil 
announced here yesterday that he 
had invented a motor that makes 
use of ‘‘interatomic’’ energy to gen- 
erate many times the power it re- 
ceives originally from an electric 
battery. The motor is now at Wash- 
ington, where it is undergoing the 
Patent Office investigation. 

The priest is the Rev. Antonio 
d’Angelo, 8. J., a stocky, earnest 
little man who combines missionary 
work in Brazil with tinkering in his 
own electrical laboratory. He speaks 
no English, but told of his machine 
through his brother, Biagio d’Angelo 
of 1,475 Leland Avenue, the Bronx. 
Father d’Angelo became interested 
in electricity twenty years ago when 
he was a student at a Jesuit semi- 
nary in Naples. A year and a half 
ago he was sent out by his Order to 
Brazil to carry on missionary work 
at Ribeirao Preto among the Italian

the United States, where, so his 
brother had written to him, fortune 
comes more easily to the man with a 
new money-saving device.

Le Boeuf Statement Expected. 


If: District Attorney Herrick, who 
is a Democrat, had sought to shift 
part of the responsibility to Mr. Ot- 
tinger for failing to present the case 
of Mrs. Knapp to the Grand Jury, the 
statement of Mr. Ottinger is regard- 
ed here as one that does not at all 
fit in with that purpose. Friends of 


Governor Smith commented this eve- 
ning on Mr. Herrick’s action in mak- 
ing a report to the Governor as one 
unusual, uncalled for and unpre- 
cedented. inasmuch as the case was 
left by the Governor entirely in the 
hands of the prosecutor. 

District Attorney Herrick pro- 
nounces Mrs. Knapp immune from 
prosecution om every charge made 
in the report of Commissioner Le 
Boeuf. His report was pronounced 
here by a person at the Capitol who 
had read it, as more “‘like a brief for 
the defense than a statement made 
in justification of his failure to 
prosecute.”’ 

There is every expectation at the 
Capitol that the report. will provoke 
some comment from Fr. Le Boeuf, 
who conducted the Knapp investiga- 
tion and recommended that Mrs. 
Knapp be prosecuted. Mr. Le Boeuf, 
up to the present time has remained 
silent, even in face of the unsympa- 
thetic reception his report received 
from Governor Smith, on account of 
its severe censure of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission and the connection 
of that body with the approval of the 
census payrolls. 


Dissents From Le Boeuf View. 


District Attorney Herrick first 
took up the charge made by Com- 
missioner Le Boeuf that the appoint- 
ment of more than one hundred ‘‘as- 
sistant supervisors’? of the census 
had been in violation of the 1925 
Census law and that for this rea- 
son the salaries paid them, partly 
in ‘‘lump sums,”’ out of the census 
fund were illegal. 

He went on to say that the Attor- 
ney General had pronounced these 
appointments legal and that they 
had been so regarded by the head of 
the Civil Service Commission, which 
had approved the payrolls, and by the 
State Controller’s office, which had 
honored the vouchers. ‘ 

“It involved the alleged misappro- 
priation of over $100,000 and created 
the impression that Mrs. Knapp had 
collected graft on a gigantic scale for 
the benefit of herself and her 
friends,’’ the report comments. ‘If 
this charge cannot be sustained, the 
remaining sums which she is charged 
with misappropriating are relatively 
small. Among these ‘assistant su- 
pervisors’ were several close rela- 
tions of Mrs. Knapp. This charge 
was that these appointments were 
not authorized by law, that Mrs. 
Knapp knew this and that when she 
certified to the payrolls of these 
appointees was guilty of grand 
larceny. , 

“I believe that it is the duty of the 
State and county officials to follow 
the opinion of the Attorney General 
in the construction of a State statute, 
unless it clearly conflicts with a de- 
cision of our higher courts. Your 
Commissioner (Le Boeuf) in his con- 
struction of the law holds that these 
payments were unauthorized and 
criminal. I prefer to adopt the con-

“The second group of charges re- 
lates to the checks made payable 
to the relations of Mrs. Knapp for 
their work in connection with the 
census. The first charge in this 
group is that these relations did no 
work and were not entitled to any 
payment from the census fund, and 
therefore, Mrs. Knapp was guilty of 
grand larceny when. she obtained

**Your Commissioner, in describing 
the manner in which Mrs. Knapp 
placed her relations on the census 
payroll and the extent and manner 
of rage reagan Sa them, brought to- 
gether many incidents covering a pe- 
riod of two years and involving sev- 
eral individuals. 

“Under the rules of criminal pro- 
cedure a person can be tried for only 
one crime at a time. An indictment 
may not set forth more than one of- 
fense, me ge Ty several people may 
be charged with participating in it. 
Every one of the items constituting 
the presentation by your Commis- 
sioner must be severed from the oth- 
ers and tested by itself to determine 
whether there is sufficient evidence 
to prove that this particular thing 
amounted to a crime. 

“Tested in this way, none of these 
alleged offenses is so shocking and 
appalling as it appeared when asso- 
need with all the others. The fact 
that Mrs. Knapp endorsed the name 
of her sister upon a check made pay- 
able to the latter and kept the pro- 
ceeds, where there is no evidence 
whether or not she was authorized 
to do eiMer, may reflect upon her 
discretion and good judgment in act- 
ing in such a questionable way, but 
hardly raises a sinister inference. 

“But the same conduct repeated 
many times and affecting a number 
of relations demands an adequate 
explanation from Mrs. Knapp unless 
she is to be regarded as a common 
criminal. 

“There were so many of these acts 
that already she stands convicted at 
the bar of public opinion. The em- 
phasis placed upon this by your 
Commissioner was entirely justified, 
but this moral conviction after all is 
based upon suspicion and inference.”’ 


Could Not Prove Fraud. 


The report says that if the State 
could prove that any of the relatives 
of Mrs, Knapp did no census work 
and, therefore, were not entitled to 
the pay received, then the State 
could institute criminal procedings. 
But where any service at all has 
been rendered, accordi#g to District 
Attorney Herrick, a different situa- 


tion is presented, because the law 
made the Secretary of State the sole 
judge whether the employe had ren- 
dered enough service to earn his 


pay. 

This situation also applied to others 
on the payroll not relatives of Mrs. 
Knapp, said Mr. Herrick. If the 
whole thing was a fraud, the report 
points out, the relatives and others 
were equally guilty with Mrs. Knapp 
and their forced appearance before 
the Grand Jury would insure them 
immunity. 

The mere fact.that..Commissioner 
Le Boeuf, in spite of diligent inquiry 
and search, could find no evidence at 
the various headquarters from which 
the cenc'1s work was directed that 
any of ‘he Knapp kin had labored 
for thei: pay is not sufficient evi- 
dence, District Attorney Herrick in- 
sists. 

The report then goes on: 

“Not only is the State unable to 
complain about the manner in which 
this money was obtained, but it is 
equally helpless to complain about 
the manner in which the checks of 
these relatives were endorsed and 
the proceeds used. 

“In a criminal prosecution it is not 
sufficient to prove that the defend- 
ant endorsed some one else’s name 
on a check and kept the money. 
The People must prove also, as a 
part of their case, that the defend- 
ant did this without authority. A 


defendant never has to prove any-. 


thing until the People have proved 
every element of the crime charged.

crime for the purpose,.of securing 
such a small amount of money.’”’ 

Mr. Herrick dismisses as a ‘‘non- 
indictable offense’ the charge that 
Mrs. Knapp was in the habit of shar- 
ing a room with Mrs. Ninde on these 
trips and should have borne half of 
the cost out of her fixed traveling 
allowance, but instead charged the 
entire cost up to her traveling com- 

anion and collected the amount 

rom the State. The matter Mr. Her- 
rick finds ‘‘unworthy of notice where 
one of the chief officers of the State 
is charged with the most serious 
felonies.’’ & 


Charge of Destroying Records. 


District Attorney Herrick next 
takes up the charge made in connec- 
tion with her abstraction of public 


records from the office of the Secre- 
ag | of State and their destruction 
at her home in Syracuse, as was al- 
leged in the Le uf report, in an 
effort to conceal ‘‘the crimes in 
which she had been engaged.’’ 

In connection with this, Mr. Her- 
rick ridicules the charge that Mrs. 
Knapp had divided the keeping of 
census accounts between Mark 
Stern, her first deputy, and Miss Lit- 
tle,. her financial clerk, to the end 
that neither should know what the 
other was doing. 

“Many of the crimes charged 
against Mrs. Knapp, however, in- 
volved her expense vouchers and 
none of these was disturbed by her 
in the ret degree,’’ says the re- 
port. “They are still intact where 
they were left during her adminis- 
tration. So far as the salary cer- 
tifications were concerned all of the 
information which they contained 
was transferred to other departments 
where it subsequently was found and 
turned over to the Commissioner who 
charges this crime. 

“It is true that there was no card 
index of the various supervisors and 
assistant supervisors except the one 
which was transferred to Mrs. 
Knapp’s residence. But the list of 
these employes giving information 
much more available than a card in- 
dex was retained in the office of 
the State Civil Service Commission, 
where it can be examined at any

The Only Caim Youth Gets the Job

After one of approximately 600 
boys, ranging in age from 17 years to 
20, years, hac been chosen for em- 
ployment by Henry Eigler, foreman 
for Henry Romeike, Inc., a press 
clipping bureau on the twelfth floor 
of 220 West Nineteenth Street,. yes- 
terday, an incipient riot took place, 
and police reserves were called from 
the West Twentieth Street Station to 
restore order. 

The Romeike company inserted an 
advertisement in yesterday’s news- 
papers for a boy “‘over 17, to sweep 
and be generally useful; $16 to 
start.’’

After Eigler 
had made his selection the storm 
broke. 

Bottles of ink were sent crashin 
against the walls by vengeful jo 
seekers, a ovartition was thrown 
down and trampled upon, four win- 
dows were broken, and when the 
call was sent in for the police the 
young army left, taking with it all 
available loot in the way of boxes of 
clips, blotters, telephone books and 
office furnishings. 

When the reserves came the dis- 
turbance was at an end. The _dis- 
appointed job seekers were scattered 
in all directions, bearing away their 
trophies. There were no arrests and 
no one was hurt. 

The only quiet boy in the battalion 
was Fred Meyer, 18 years old, of 236

OPPOSITION PREVAILING 
ON CUBAN CIGAR BILL 


Snell Sees Little Chaince ‘for 
Measure. Needed to Renew | 
Parcel Post Accord.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Pending 
legislation to lift, the restrictions of 
existing law on importations of 
cigars, cheroots and cigarettes from 
Cuba in quantities less than 3,000 in 
a single package has little-chance of 
passage, according to Chairman 
Snell of the House Rules Committee, 
because of a, ‘‘tremendous’’ opposi- 
tion that has arisen, he asserted, 
from numerous sources. ‘ 
Because of the failure of the United 
States ‘to enact such legislation, 
Cuba refysed to renew its  eperesety 
post convention with Washington, 
which expired March 1. 

Mr. Snell. declared that no rule is 
now contemplated to press the bill 
to raise the restrictions by amend- 
ing Sections 2804 and 3402 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. President Coolidge 
in his last message to Congress called 
attention to the need of amending 
the old law, declaring it unjustly dis- 
criminated against an industry of 
Cuba and that its repeal had been 
recommended by the Treasury and 
Postoffice. 

The opposition to repeal is coming 
from tobacco manufacturers, union 
labor, manufacturers of labels and 
others. 

On the other hand, according to 
Post Office Department officials to- 
day, American business interests that 
derived benefits from Cuba under 
the parcel post convention are urg- 
ing that the restrictions against 
Cuban tobacco products be lifted. 

A recent count of parcel post pack- 
ages sent to Cuba from the United 
States over a yee of ten days 
showed that 1, packages from 
thirty-four States and the District of 
Columbia were mailed in that period. 
They coritained 254 kinds of produce 
and represented 505 shippers of the 
United States. The wide distribution 
of the business showed the impor- 
tance, it was declared at the Post- 
office Department, of legislation 
such as that pending in Congress. 

The principal places of origin 
were in Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, but large 
quantities came from the Northwest. 
Boots and shoes constituted many of 
the parcel post shipments. It is es- 
timated that Cuba imports 70 per 
cent. of the shoes used from the 
United States and quantities of them 
nay hitherto been sent by parcel 
post.

Crashes to Track, Gets Up and 
Earns Three Circuits of 
Track Without a Let-Up. 


WALKER AND BELLONI DOWN 


Spill With the Iron. Man, but 
Soon Resume Six-Day 
Race in Garden. 


TWO RIDERS WITHDRAW 


Marcillac and Wynsdau Out on 
Account of Injuries—Goosens 
and Faudet Team. 


Reginald McNamara of Australia 
and Newark, who has suffered a 
fractured skull, a broken jaw and 
nose, any number of broken collar 
bones and lesser injuries in th> 
course of his long cycling career, 
got up from another terrific smash 
last night and accomplished the un- 
precedented. 

Reginald proved himself the iron 
man he has been dubbed by being 
the underdog in a three-man spill 
in Madison Square Garden and then 
going on within a few minutes to 
steal three. laps in one stirring mélée.

At midnight the tie for first place 
between the teams of Letourner and 
Brocardo and Belloni and Beckman 
had been re-established, the lap- 
stealing record for any night of the 
present race had been far exceeded.

McNamara and Winter had gained 
seven laps-in the period between the 
dinner hour:and midnight. Spencer 
and Walthour gained eight. But the 
newly formed combination of Faudet 
and Goosens capped the climax with 
nine stolen laps. This team, which 
started the night seven laps behind, 
was only three behind at 12 o’clock.

HRENEY CHALLENGE. 
WAITS ON SHARKEY 


That Sharkey. Has First, Call 
on Tunney Bout. 


ACTION SETS A PRECEDENT 


Fans Point to New Zealander’s Rec- 
ord—Solution Would Be Heeney 
vs. Sharkey-Risko Victor. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON. 


The heavyweight battle of fifteen 
rounds between Jack Sharkey and 
Johnny Risko, to be fought in Madi- 
son Square Garden Monday night, 
took on added significance yester- 
day, and local boxing followers re- 

ed something of a shock when 
the State Athletic Commission, at its 
regular meeting, practically ad- 
vanced Sharky as the next opponent 
for Champion Gene Tunney, con- 
tingent, of course, on the Boston 
heavyweight’s beating Risko. 

This unique ruling came when 
Charles J. Harvey, on behalf of Tom 
Heeney, filed with the commission a 
challenge to Tunney, accompanied 
by the customary $2,500 forfeit 
check. Accepting the challenge for 
filing but rejecting the check the 
commission pointed out to Harvey 
that Heeney would be rated No. 2 on 
the list of Tunney’s challengers, 
since Sharkey previously had filed a 
challenge. t was explained, how- 
ever, that, in the event Risko beat 
Sharkey Monday night, MHeeney 
would be advanced to the No. 1 po- 
sition, replacing Sharkey. 

The disposition of Heeney’s chal- 
lenge made no provision for the 
return to the ring of Jack Dempsey. 
But in the event of a Sharkey victory 
Monday night, Heeney, who knocked 
out Jim Maloney in a round, beat 
Jack Delaney, humbled Risko and 
held Sharkey to a draw, is to be 
ignored in the selection of Tunney’s 
next foe. It is granted that Heeney 
is no tre gue as a drawing card 
or colorful ring figure. Yet the 
sturdy New Zealander boasts a 


record for consistency not surpassed 
by Sharkey. 


Fans Take Heeney’s Part. 


Boxing followers yesterday were 
practically unanimous in the opinion 
that Heeney would be the victim of 
an injustice if overlooked simply be- 
cause Sharkey beats Risko, as the 
Hub ex-sailor figures to do on form. 
A more equitable solution of the prob- 
lem would be to match Heeney with 
the Sharkey-Risko winner, since the 
New Zealander has done everything 
required of him from the competi- 
tive viewpoint. 

There is reason to believe that this 
will be the program, although such 


0}a@ schedule would of necessity con- 


fine Tunney to one bout this year 
instead of two, and delay the title 
match until September. Billy Gib- 
son, manager of Tunney, yesterday 
admitted that. conditions seem to dic- 


: tate a single bout in the Fall for the 


titleholder, and, although he has as 
yet not officially committed himself, 
it is known that this view is held by 
Promoter Tex Rickard also. Specula- 
tion is rife, however, as to whether 
Rickard would ignore Heeney, out 
of a desire to catapult Sharkey into 
a title match.

Sports of the Times

’S high time to take a survey of the baseball situa- 
[ition. For no good reason at all, one might begin 

with the St. Louis Browns. Few people east of the 
Alleghanies are violently interested in the welfare of 
the Browns, but, nevertheless, they will appear from 
time to time at the Yankee Stadium in the guise of 
enemy invaders. It is always well to take stock of 
the enemy. 

In prospect, the Browns do not loom up as a serious 
threat to the supremacy of the Huggins Heavy Artil- 
lery Brigade in the American League. Lack of good 
pitchers is the main trouble. Even the downtrodden 
Red Sox have two good pitchers in Ruffing and Mac- 
Fayden. Cleveland has Uhle and Hudlin with a chance 
that Emil Levsen will return to form. The White 
Sox have Ted Lyons, Alphonse Thomas and Urban 
Faber. These are the teams that chummed with the 
Browns in the lowly second division of the American 
League last year. 

Perhaps some of the young pitchers now working 
out under Manager Dan Howley at West Palm Beach 
will blossom out as stars. There is always that hope. 
It’s the only thing that keeps a second-division man- 
ager from walking off the end of the most convenient 
dock. 

Survivors From the Wreck. 

To his assembled ball club of last season Owner 
Philip De Catesby Ball's final message was: ‘‘Out the 
window you must go!’ He didn’t quite make a clean 
sweep. Or as Gene McCann of the Yankee scouting 
forces said: ‘‘He saved a few for pall-bearers.’’ 

Of the pitchers who survived, probably Stewart and 
possibly Ernie Nevers are the most important. How- 
ley handled Stewart two years ago when that young 
man was mesmerizing the batters in the International 
League. 

‘‘He will be one of the leading pitchers of the Ameri- 
can League eventually,’’ says Howley. And if eventu- 
ally, why not now? For that matter, he wasn’t so 
bad last season. 

Ernie Nevers has made some progress. He is no 
longer pointed out as ‘‘that great college football guy 
from the Coast.’’ In fact, many of the baseball fans 
have forgotten what college he played for, if they ever 
knew. But he has earned some recognition as a 
pitcher, and perhaps he will crash through into the 
limelight this season. 

There are other pitchers working out at West Palm 
Beach, but even Dan Howley doesn’t know the good 
ones from the poor ones at the moment. He isn’t 
even sure that there are any good ones. But he keeps 
looking. 

The Inner Defense. 

Frank O’Rourke is the only regular infielder who is 
a holdover from last year. Which is to say, he will 
be the only holdover if Kress and Bi-nnon come 
through as expected. These lads are expected to cover 
short and second, respectively. And respectably. At 
first base there will be Lu Blue, late of the Tigers, 
in place of the Hon. George Sisler, who has changed 
his Brownie suit for a Senatorial toga. 

A rookie combination around second base was con- 
sidered a fatal handicap until Miller Huggins won a 
pennant with Koenig and Lazzeri romping around the 
keystone sack. Even now it is rated as a dangerous 


experiment. But something had to be done. Second 
base has been a problem to the Brownie managers for 
years, and Wally Gerber can’t play short forever. 
Gerber will be 38 years old this Summer and at one 
time was understudy to Hans Wagner in the Pirate 
infield. 

The proposed infield, of course, is a pure gamble. 
But it’s a good gamble for a team that had everything 
to gain and nothing except seventh place to lose, 


The Outer Edge. 


In the outfield Manager Howley plans to use Heinie 
Manush, Earl McNeely and Fritz Schulte. Manush 
‘was hailed as a successor to Cobb a few years back. 
In‘ fact, Cobb trained him for the job, and he looked 
the part. Heinie won the batting championship of the 
league in 1926, but he fell off his stride last season 
and was traded to the Browns. He is only 27 years old 
and may bounce up among the batting leaders again 
this: year. ‘There’s no law against. it. 

McNeely was a fair outfielder with the Senators, 
and doubtless will be a fair outfielder with the Browns 
unless some bright rookie runs him out of a job. 

Schulte was a riot with a bat in the American Asso- 
ciation two years ago and looked like a real ball 
player with the Browns last year until he was in- 
jured. Unless he breaks an arm or a leg again he can 
be considered a first-class man at bat or in the field. 

The outfield, counting these three men as regulars, 
isn’t half bad. In fact, if Manush picks up where he 
left off two years ago, it will be a pretty good outfield. 
Certainly it isn’t the weakest part of the club by sev- 
eral dusty furlongs. 


Decision Reserved. 


Wally Schang, that sturdy veteran, did nobly behind 
the bat for the Browns last year, and at the moment 
he appears to be in line for the first string job again 
this year. Manion and Dixon will be there to help 
out. But it isn’t a strong catching corps. For that 
matter, few teams have good catchers in abundance. 
Connie Mack is the luckiest in that respect. He has 
Mickey Cochrane and Cy Perkins. 

With a fair outfield, an experimental infield, a vet- 
eran if not venerable catcher and an almost invincible 
pitching staff, the Browns are not likely to win a 
pennant this year. That is putting it conservatively. 
But the Yankees went from seventh place to a pen- 
nant in one year. And the Boston Braves of 1914 went 
from last place to a world’s championship in a little 
over three months. 

Mr. Philip De Catesby Ball likes to think of these 
sudden surges to the fore. He has been a bitterly 
disappointed man. As soon as he had enlarged and 
improved his ball park to house his prospective world’s 
champions, his prospective world’s champions took a 
long dive and have not yet come up for air. And, to 
make matters worse, as the Browns went down the 
Cardinals rose up and reaped a handsome profit on the 
enlarged capacity of the park.

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A STRIKE AGAINST THE

A subway strike ordered by the 
Amalgamated Association would al- 
most make the Interborough man- 
agement popular. There is no 
stronger way of stating the folly of 
such a strike under such circum- 
stances. It would forfeit public 
favor instantly. It would play into 
the hands of the very company 
which it was intended to injure. A 
strike of that kind could. not .pos- 
sibly succeed in winning its avowed 
ends. It could succeed, of course, 
in inflicting great ‘hardship upon 
hundreds of thousands of people in 
this city, in disrupting. the subway 
service and perhaps causing acci- 
dents, and possibly. in driving the 
Interborough into that bankruptcy 
which has so long been overhanging 
it. But these objects no labor organ- 
ization would dare admit that it 
sought to compass. Just the same, 


they would be there in the result |’ 


and would further alienate popular 
sentiment. 

Thoughts like these, it seems RVERS 
must have been in the minds of the 
leaders of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation when they decided not to act 
hastily. If they put off voting on 
the strike till the end of the week, 
that will give time for further cool- 
ing and further efforts, after Mayor 
WALKER returns from Washington, 
to avoid a strike altogether.. The 
position taken by Presidént HEDLEY 
of the Interborough may seem arbi- 
trary and unyielding, but it is very 
strong. As it stands, the Amalga- 
mated Association would find it 
hard to make a case against it. Time 
and patience are the best aids of 
the Amalgamated Association in its 
hopes of unionizing the subway em- 
ployes. Violence would immediately 
wreck the whole plan. ‘There is no 
law to prevent a strike on a great 
public utility like the subway, but 
there is a moral ordinance which 
runs against it in the shape of a 
settled public conviction. To defy 
that would be fatal. It is to be hoped 
that the officials of the Amalga- 
mated Association have perceived 
this in time. 


THE MUNICIPAL COURT BILL. 


Of the disorganization of the 
Municipal Court, which comes near 
to the business and bosoms of far 
more persons in New York than any 
other, there is no need to speak. In- 
vestigations of it, attempts to reor- 
ganize it, are old and as yet fruitless 
It is a collection of uncoordinated 
units, each of which runs or walks 
or stands still by itself. It is hope- 
lessly swamped with cases. Less 
than a year ago the number of un- 
disposed actions was 235,000. The 
court. was nearly a year behind then 
and the arrears are piling up. In 
1926 a reorganization bill passed by 
the Legislature was properly vetoed 
by Governor SMITH. because it pro- 
vided mandatory increases of the 
salaries of the Justices.. - 

In the last Legislature a reorgani- 
zation bill, making no reference’ to 
salaries and embodying the recom- 
mendations of the Special Calendar 
Committee of the Appellate Division, 
First District, was passed by the 
Senate but failed'in the House. Re- 
introduced in this session, it passed 
the Senate Monday by a vote of 
40 to 6. In brief, it creates the 
office of Presiding ao and au- 
thorizes the building’ of a central 
municipal court house. rhe Pre- 
siding’ Justice is vested with large

ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 

- For Anglo-Egyptian relations ‘dur- 
ing the last half dozen years the 
normal status has been pacific dis- 
agreement punctuated by crisis. 
Egyptian Nationalism, though in 


| complete control of Parliament, has 


acquiesced in a de facto régime of 
non-parliamentary Cabinets, while 
pressing for the realization of com- 
plete independence. When the Brit- 
ish Protectorate was abolished in 
1922 Great Britain reserved for 
future consideration tite question of 
the Sudan, protection of the Suez 
Canal, national defense and the 
rights of minorities. It now appears 
that the death of ZAGHLUL Pasha 
last summer has not softened the 
Nationalist attitude. Last week the 
Sarwat Ministry, presumably under 
moral. pressure from the country at 
large, réjected the Anglo-Egyptian 
draft treaty of which great things 
had been expected after prolonged 
discussions in London between King 
FUAD. and Sir: AUSTEN . CHAMBER- 
LAIN. For the moment, SARWAT- is 
holding over until a new Cabinet 
can be organized. 

On the fate of the treaty Great 
Britain offered important conces- 
sions. -Four years ago RAMSAY MAC- 
DONALD informed ZAGHLUL Pasha 
that the protection of the Suez Canal 
couJd. hardly be made a subject of 
discussion. It would be now going 
far to offér, as the present treaty 
[proposes, a definite settlement of 
the question ten years hence. Great 
Britain also consents, under safe- 
guards, to the replacement of the 
British Sirdar of the Egyptian Army 
by @ mative commander. Modifica- 
tion of the capitulations is proposed 
to. the extent of doing away with 
the consular courts. For the Sudan 
the pledge is extended that no at- 
tempt will be made to interfere with 
Egypt’s water requirements on the 
upper Nile. If the treaty has never- 
theless been rejected at Cairo, the 
reason would seem to. be Nationalist 
expectation that England, having 
yielded much, might be brought . to 
yield more. ‘Formalfy.” it is stated 
that the treaty is unwelcome be- 
cause it would give legal sanction to 
a status hitherto accepted under 
duress. 

Last May a moment of high ten- 
sion followed upon a move in the 
Egyptian Parliament to refuse cred- 
its for the Sirdar’s office. British 
battleships were dispatched to Alex- 
andria and ultimately the Chamber 
voted the usual appropriation. The 
present situation does not threaten 
a similar clash, since it arises out of 
the general problem rather than out 
of a single issue. Definitive settle- 
ment is postponed and royal ap- 


 pointees will presumably carry on

Smith campaign much of the aspect 
of a sham battle. Politics is a busi- 
ness of verities, and the practical 
workers know that a_ four-time 
Democratic Governor of New York, 
with forty-five electoral votes, sur- 
rounded by friendly populations in 
other great States, cannot sensibly 
be rejected for a less-qualified can- 
didate from a small State not in a 
strategic section. But they fear 
that, because the Governor is a 
Catholic and an anti-prohibitionist, 
their advocacy of him would be 
seized upon by a local rival, play- 
ing on local prejudices, to take the 
local organization from them. Hence, 
they hesitate to come out and say 
what they think about the nomina-. 
tion of SMITH, and that is what dis- 
gusts The Advertiser, The Charles- 
ton News and Courier, The Columbia 
Record, The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot, 
The Macon Telegraph, The El Paso 
Times, The Columbus (Ga.) En- 
quirer-Sun and other Southern news- 
papers which are heartily support- 
ing the Governor of New York. 
“Weak and afraid,” says The Ad- 
vertiser of these politicians, “ with 
“scarcely enough favorite-son coat- 
“tails for them to hide behind.” It 
is particularly right when it pre- 
dicts that, if SMITH is nominated, 
“original Smith men and news- 
papers ” will spring out of hiding in 
such. numbers in the South that the 
present pioneers will have hard 
work convincing themselves that 
the present hibernation ever existed. 


AN IDEAL CLIMATE. 


Professor ELLSWORTH HUNTING- 
TON has put the heating and venti- 
lating engineers in the same cate- 
gory with Prometheus, the fire- 
bringer, and the inventors of clothes 
and the first builders of houses as 
substitutes for caves as dwellings. 
He sees these engineers as potential 
pioneers in the extension of civiliza- 
tion by. warming areas all the way 
to the Pole and so conquering the 
whole stretch of.climate in its origi- 
nal meaning, for “climate” was to 
the ‘Greeks the entire “slope” from 
the Equator to the Pole. These suc- 
cessors of Prometheus even remake 
the climate of the so-called temper- 
ate zones. Here is the syllogism by 
which this authority lifts these much 
contemned benefactors of the race 
to their rightful place in the civiliza- 
tion which they do so much to 
expand: 

The distribution of civilization is 
very closely connected with the dis- 
tribution of human energy. Energy 
in turn-depends very largely upon 
health and health upon climate. 


INGTON defined the “ best climate” 
as one where the temperature ranges 
from not much below freezing 
point ‘at night in Winter to about 
80 degrees F. by day in Summer 
and where the storms which bring 
changes are _frequent.. This_defini- 
tion comes near describing what 
even the weather. forecasters have 
difficulty in predicting for this vicin- 
ity. The engineers, according to Pro- 
fessor HUNTINGTON’S thesis, ought 
not to do too much to equalize con- 
ditions. Sudden drops of tempera- 
ture seem to be beneficial to health 
and promotive of energy—‘ almost 
invariably stimulating.” There must, 
of course, be rises in order that 
there may be drops, yet a moderate 
change from day to day will suffice 
to give the most desirable variabili- 
ty—a change of three degrees. in 
mean température from day to day, 
which should be within the range of 
indoor control, at any rate, for these 
masters of heat and air currents. 

The indications are that man’s 
original home was in a region where 
he had to adapt ‘himself to a variable 
climate, on pain of disappearing. 
One evidence that these variable cli- 
matic conditions existed in.the com- 
mon birthplace of mankind is that it 
is best for all sorts of races. Finns 
from the Arctic Circle and Italians 
from sunny Italy,“ have best health 
“‘and greatest energy under practi- 
“ cally th2 same conditions,” that is, 
such as are found where the tem- 
perature variations are those which 
constitute “ the best climate, ” as de- 
fined above, This adaptation’ to cli- 
mate seoms to be a‘ deep-seated 
“ physiological fact like the uniform- 
“ity of the temperature of the blood 
“in all races.” 

With the low temperatures of the 
higher latitudes the heat engineer 
has his one factor of the ideal cli- 
mate already provided, .The other 
factor he is enabling man to. use 
so effectually. that he can be, tem- 
porarily at least, comfortable even 
at the Pole. Man has followed the 
isothermal lines of the Temperate 
Zones ‘around the globe. It remains

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CHINESE FAMINE. 


In Western Shantung. famine has 
laid its hand on 9,000,000 people, of 
whom nearly half are totally desti- 
tute. The International Famine: Re- 
lief Commission at Tsinan-fu needs 
47 cents a person a month to deal 
with the situation, but has only a 
fraction of the necessary funds in 
sight, and that largely in the form 
of promises from the Provitcial 
Government ‘and slow grain ship- 
ments from Manchuria. : Relief agen- 
cies exist in only thirty-seven out of 
seventy famine-affected counties. In 
nine counties all vestiges of human 
life have disappeared. Farm land is 
sellmg at'5 per cent. of its normal 
value. The peasants are emigrating 
to Manchuria, which took more than 
half a million settlers in 1926 and 
more than a million last year, and is 
expected to received two millions 
this year. It is one of the anomalies 
of China’s recent history that the 
Manchurian provinces in which ‘for- 
eign “imperialism,” both Russian 
and Japanese, has borne down hard- 
est have become a Promised Land 
for China’s poverty-stricken and suf- 
fering millions. 

As late as 1920 it was possible to 
say that modern developments were 
making easier the fight against the 
chronic famine problem in China. 
The railroads were few, but, such 
as they were, they facilitated the 
transport of food into famine areas 
from more fortunate sections of the 
country. The several hundred thou- 
sand famine victims in 1920 are to 
be compared with a toll of ten mil- 
lion liv ’ in the drought years of 
1877-70) But since 1920 the curse 
of civil wars has been pressing down 
on the unhappy population. i The 
railroads have been largely urned to 
military use, or else have been 
allowed to deteriorate by rapacious 
military chieftains who have been 
content to seize the annual revenues 
without providing for upkeep. Shan- 
tung today is under the rule of the 
most ferocious of military Governors 
in a country that has no lack of the 
species. Instead of the ‘traditional 
remission of taxes in time of famine 
CHANG TSUNG-CHUNG has piled on 
taxation. His collectors cooperate 
with famine in. driving hundreds of 
thousands from their homes. In 
Eastern Shantung there is plenty 
of food, while a hundred miles away 
30 per cent. of the people are threat- 
ened with extinction. 

Misgovernment has reached the 
desperate. point. where. foreigners. in 
China’ find themselves sometimes 
wondering if-famine relief can serve

POLITICAL BROADCASTING, 

Ever since the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation was licensed by the 
Governmént, as a virtual: monopoly 
in England, there has been an offi- 
cial ban upon all “statements in- 
“volving matters of political, rélig- 
“ious. or industrial. controversy.” 
But that. ban -has. now been lifted. 
Prime, Minister BALDWIN: informed 
the House of Commons on Monday 
that the forbidden speeches -on the 
subjects: mentioned may- hereafter 
be sent over the radio. But he was 
careful to point out that the Broad- 
casting Corporation itself must not 
have any opinions, or. prejudices, to 
convey to the: public. It must -be 
perfectly, impartial in selecting for 
transmission :political addresses and, 
other controversial :matter.’ 

This change in the attitude of the 
Government toward broadcasting 
has undoubtedly been brought about 
by the agitation against the old rule 
and in favor of greater * freedom. 
Last month it happened that both 
Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL and Mr. 
LLOYD GEORGE spdéke at the same 
meeting against what they ‘consid- 
ered the absurdity of' the regulation 
which barred political speeches from 
the radio. Afraid’ of controversy ? 
“Why, ladies and gentlemen,” said. 
Mr. CHURCHILL, “ controversy is the 
“soul of British life. We, have 
“ grown great by controversy.” Mr. 
LLOYD GEORGE agreed with Mr 
CHURCHILL’ that politicians ‘ should 
not be shut away from the broad- 
casting instrument. They are not 
reported in the press so fully as 
they used to be, so that there is the’ 
greater reason: for giving them free 
access to other means of getting 
their views to the public. 

As for division of time between 
political ' parties, Mr. CHURCHILL 
made ‘the -humorous' suggestion that 
it should be in accordance’ with 
their strength in the House of Com- 
mons.. To this Mr.. LLOYD GEORGE 
retorted that this would mean ten 
speeches for Mr. CHURCHILL to every 
one that he himself would be able to 
send out. He added slyly: “I am 
“not going to say that this is not a 
“fair equivalent in quality.” But 
both speakers agreed that it was 
pedantic foolishness to deny to polit- 
ical parties the best medium of put- 
ting their views before the electo- 
rate. Apparently the Government 
has now decided to prpat that facil- 
ity.

NOT SUCH A DEAD LETTER. 


Many Summonsed for Disregarding 
“Keep Near Curb” Regulation. 
To the Editor of The New York Times:° « 

Under the heading ‘‘Traffic ‘Rules; 
One of Them a Dead Letter Through 
Police Neglect,” Tue Times of 
March 2 prints a letter from Paul 
Dana relative to the regulation: ‘‘A 
moving vehicle shall keep as near as 
practicable to the right hand curb so 
that faster moving traffic may pass 
on the left.’’ 

The: writer is in error -when he 
states that ‘‘this rule has been a dead 
letter.’ During 1927 officers of the 
Traffic Division and the Motorcycle 
Squad served 20,175 summonses for 
this offense, or 15 per cent. of the 
total number of summonses for all 
traffic violations served by the mem- 
bers of these divisions. This‘ total is 
in addition to summonses for this of- 
fense served by members. of the pa- 
trol force, figures for which are not 
readily available. In probably as 
great a number of cases,. where the 
offenses were less flagrant, warning 
letters were sent out or verbal warn- 
ings were given. 

As the writer points out, the pur- 
pose of this regulation is to-econo- 
mize space. In that connection ‘it is 
interesting to note that one of the 
chief functions of the original traffic 
squad of the Police Department was 
to keep slow-moving vehicles to the 
right. Ever since that time traffic 
officials in this department have 
stressed the importance of this regu- 
lation. 

At’ the request of the’ ‘Police De- 
partment, a number of organizations, 
including the New York Automobile 
Club,’ have cooperated with: us in an 
educational campaign to impress 
upon drivers the importance of keep- 
ing, to the right. This campaign has 
been carried on by. means of.news- 
paper and —— articles and the 
radio. 

The deitivihsenos to others caused 
by the thoughtless or indifferent 
driver, who bears to the left and de- 
privesother drivers of. the use of the 
roadway cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized: It is hoped’ that Mr. ‘Dana’s 
letter’ will be instrumental in draw- 
ing this fact.to the attention of, a 
large portion of the driving public.

DIVORCES IN FRANCE. 


Courts There Showing Greater 

Solicitude for Real Domiciles. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the comment which appeared in 
THE TIMES regarding French 
divorces for foreigners, it seems ap- 
propriate to recall the case of Gould 
vs. Gould (201 App. Div. 127) of this 
State, wherein the validity of’ a 
French divorce was, attacked, and 
Mr. Justice Page, in upholding the 
divorce, held that it was not to be 
assailed here because it had been 
granted in harmony. with the laws of 
the State of New York. When the 
same case was taken to the Court of 
Appeals of this State (235 N. Y.'14), 
Judge Hogan, writing for the entire 
court, said: 

Under the circumstances of this 
case, the policy of this State is not 

offended by the recognition of the 
judgments of the courts of France, 

* * If in the instant case the 

judgments of the courts of ‘France 
disclosed that the parties were 
metely sojourning’ in France at the 
time the decree of divorce was 
granted, or that a residence ‘in 
France was of such limited dura- 
tion as to lead the Supreme Court 
to believe that the decree was the 
result of collusion, or the judgment 
was rendered for a cause not rec- 
ognized as sufficient cause for ab- 
solute divorce by the law of this 
State, it may be that the’ Justice 
presiding would be justified in 
holding that the decree was con- 
trary to the policy of this State’ 
and in a refusal to give effect to 
the evidence sought to be estab- 
lished thereby. We leave those 
questions open. 

These are ominous words from our 
highest tribunal in New York. It. is 
well to remember that it is a. general 
principle of the French conception of 
law that non-French citizens’ rights 
are to be determined by the law of 
the nation of which such persons are 
citizens. What seems to have been 
happening in the French courts un- 
til recently has been a certain laxity 
in ascertaining what the law of the 
nationality of foreigners was; and as- 
suming, as is done by Judges in this 
country:and England when proof of 
foreign law is not forthcoming. from 
the parties involved, that the law of 
the nationality of such persons is the 
same as the French law. 

Evidently the Minister of Justice 
has told the French Judges that the 
obligation to ascertain the national 
law on non-citizen parties was upon 
them. If this be true we. may 
be finding French courts showing 
greater solicitude for the application 
of the law of real domicile of parties 
than do our own State courts, which 
invariably now grant decrees of 
divorce whether the law ‘of the na- 





tionality or place of origin of parties 
permits or not, if certain minimum 
residential re uirements . in such 
States are is led.

A native. worker in 
an iron mine told’ me about a ruined” 
city, and although I was totally un- 
equipped, having only white clothes” 
and canvas shoes, I decided to go to 
it. I took a Citroen car and we went 
along the road which was being 
cleared for the mine. It was really 
little more -than a trail, having not 
yet been leveled, and the bridges . 
were logs covered with bamboo mat- — 
ting. We went along it for 100 miles. 

‘“‘Then I discovered that I had an- — 
other twenty-six miles to-go. It was 
right through the jungle, and I had 
to make it alone, as the natives said 
there were lions and tigers. They 
are desperately afraid of these, al- 
though they have'no fear of snakes. 
and a native will kill, single-handed, 

a large python. I had to spend the 
night in the jungle and on the way’ 
out fainted four times. 

“Once when I came to I found some © 
Cambodian natives bending over me. 
When they helped me I offered them 
some silver money, but although they 
were only a few miles from this. min- 
ing road they did not even know 
what it was.”’

Dr. William J. O’Shea, Superin-

the human system. The notice cre- 
ated the impression that the alleged 
evils of drink were to be stressed and 
drew a somewhat tart reply from 
Captain W. H. Stayton, chief execu- 
tive officer of the Association Against 
thé Prohibition Amendment. 

Dr.--O’Shea’s notice read: 

“Instruction regarding the nature 
of alcoholic drinks. Attention is 
called to Article 26, Section 690, of

‘ ‘The nature of alcoholic drinks 
and other narcotics and their effects 
on the human system shall b> taught 
in connection with the various divi- 
sions of physiology and hygiene as

The notice sent out by Dr. O’Shea 
and relayed in somewhat rearranged 
form by associate superintendents 
of schools and others recalled a law 
twenty-five years old which provided 
drastic punishment for school dis- 
tricts which failed to teach ‘‘the na- 
ture of alcoholic drinks and other 
narcotics and their effects on the 
human system.” This old law now 
forms sections 690 and 691 of the 
re known as the Education 
aw. 


Penalties Provided for Schools. 


Section 691 provides for the en- 
forcement of the law. On complaint 
of any patron of the schools, or any 
citizen, the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion is instructed, under it, to con- 
duct an investigation to asce n 
whether the law is being complied 
with. In the event that he finds it 
is being violated in a certain school 
district he is instructed to “with- 
hold all public proney of the Sta 
from that district. 

Harold G. Campbell, Associate. Su- 
perintendent of chools, said yester- 
day that school principals were pe 
riodically reminded of this law fol- 
lowing the accumulation of com- 

laints from parents. Dr. Campbell, 
tn a circular sent out by him yes- 
terday, warned all supervisors to

Remedy, He Tells Delta Upsilon

HE DEFENDS HIS REGIME 


Dropped by Tammany Leaders, He 
Adds, ‘Because of His Policy 
of ‘Honest Government.

Equity Votes in Favor of Union 
of Actors, Authors and 
Prodacers in Fight. 


A concerted movement within the 
theatre, it was learned yesterday, is 
under way to work for the repeal or 
modification of the Wales Padlock 
law, the threat of which has just 
caused the closing of ‘‘Maya.’’ The 
plans, which have not yet been fully 
worked out, call for a joint commit- 
tee of producers, actors and authors. 
The council of the Actors’ Equity 
Association, at its weekly meeting 


yesterday, went on record as favor- 
ing such a combination, and it is: un- 
derstood that Equity officials will 
communicate immediately with the 
Dramatists’ Guild and representative 
producers. 

The plans cali for a committee

The new committee, how- 
ever, would take ~ not only the 
question of censorship, but also, ac- 
cording to an Equity official, ‘‘work 
for the best interests of the theatre 
as a whole.’’ 

George Middleton, President of the 
Dramatists’ Guild, said last night 
that he was “personally in favor of 
any combination or movement that 
will work for the common good, such 
as the recovery of the road and ques- 
tions of legislation.’’

Court Grants Plea to Restrain 
Voting of Majority Stock. 


Supreme Court Justice Glennon 
continued yesterday the temporary 
restraining order in the injunction

at $5 a share. The voting trust con- 
sists of 33,500 shares belonging to 
Mr. ‘Markle and Henry G. Bulkley, 
who. was in charge of the company 
until it was taken over by Mr. 
Markle’s representative. 

Among the papers submitted to 
Justice Glennon was a resolution’ of 
the directors passed on Jan. 21 re- 
citing that Mr. Markle had consent- 
ed to release his own stock from the 
trust en and that the sale 
to the Photomaton company could be 
carried out if Mr. Bulkley would do 
likewise.

Stocks Under the Leadership of 
General Motors Once More Mo- 
‘nopolize Trading Attention. 


The two market days this week 
have been almost exact counterparts. 
On both of them, the stock market 
has been the centre of interest to the 
exclusion of all other developments, 
and while trading was on a narrower 
scale yesterday than on the previous 
day, and the advances were hardly as 
wide and spectacular as on Monday, 
nevertheless, the firm upward trend 
of the market continued with Gen- 
eral Motors and United States Steel 
common holding their places firmly 
as the market leaders. 

There were no developments yes- 
terday to change the mind of critics 
of the market that the present sharp 
upswing, especially in General Mo- 
tors, is more than a broad and suc- 
cessful manoeuvre against the short 
interest. But in their present frame 
of mind, the speculative interests of 
the country seem willing to follow de- 
termined and able market leadership. 
Therefore, the interest which had 
centred so sharply on two or three 
stocks on Monday, spread sympathet- 
ically yesterday to many other sec- 
tions of the list and the motor shares 
as a group, the steel issues, tobacco 
stocks and a few of the railroad 
shares made good progress on the up- 
side. There were periods of profit- 
taking during the day, which appre- 
ciably slowed down the pace of trad- 
ing, but after each wave of liquida- 
tion, the market appeared to gather 
renewed strength and stocks closed 
at about their best prices of the day. 

Probably the present remarkable 
trading on the Stock Exchange com- 
mands extraordinary attention be- 
cause of the fact that other markets 
are so dull. This applies to the com- 
modities and to the exchanges as 
well. They posssess a firm tone, it is 
true, but are altogether lifeless and 
without interest. Just how long this 
condition will prevail is, of course, 
problematical, but it is evident that 
the pace of the stock market of the 
past few days cannot be continued 
indefinitely with nothing more than 
the writhings of an unfortunate short 
interest as the main incentive for the 
advance. Wall Street, however, can 
always fall back on the familiar ar- 
gument that money is in great supply 
to account for any advance which 
takes place. This is literally true and 
Stock Exchange collateral seems to 
be in particularly keen demand on 
the part of banks who are hard put 
to find vehicles of employment for 
the additional funds which roll in on 
them from the interior day by day. 

The Federal Reserve . Board’s 
statement of the condition of 649 re- 
porting member banks in the leading 
cities of the country, issued yester- 
day, gives insight to the condition of 
unused funds throughout the coun- 
try. It showed an increase of $221,- 
000,000 in net demand deposits; of 
$94,000,000 in loans and discounts 
and of $31,000,000 in investments. It 
is quite evident from this statement 
that although the Spring demand for 
funds for commercial purposes gen- 
erally is making itself felt, never- 
theless the backlog of surplus 
credit is a very large one and that a 
considerable shifting of funds back 
to commercial activities can take 
place without much disturbance. This 
flow of money to industrial and busi- 
ness channels should soon become 
more pronounced if business gener- 
ally is to attain normal proportions 
this Spring.

BY GENERAL MOTORS 


Common Ends Third Day of Its 
Spectacular Rise, Adding $60,- 
900,000 to Market Value. 


TOTAL GAIN 10% POINTS. 


Net Increase in Day’s Excited Trad-. 
ing Is 3'4 Points—442,900 
Shares Are Sold. 


With the last two trades on the’ 
New: Yorke Stock Exchange yester- 
day, involving’ 37,800 shares at an 
aggregate value of $5,670,000, Gen-: 
eral-Motors common ended the third 
day of its present spectacular move- 
ment by hitting 150 and adding an- 
other $60,900,000 to its open market 
value. 

At yesterday’s close the 17,400,000 
shares outstanding were worth on 
the market $2,610,000,000. The stock 
has had a net appreciation in three 
days of 10% points, or $189,225,000. 
This represents one of the sharpest 
advances in a stock issue of this 
size-in the history of the Stock Ex- 
change.

As on Monday and 
Saturday Genéral Motors dominated 
the market.

Wall Street Talks of 200. 


The stock market community was 
‘alking yesterday of 200, sending 
shivers down .the backs of traders 
with short contracts. A good part 
of yesterday’s buying represented 
urgent short covering. Brokerage 
~terests reported, however, that the 
‘‘outside public’ was still buying the 
stock in large: volume. 

The reason for the violent uprush 
remained a mystery. The favorite 
explanation is that, on the strength 
of current earnings, the stock rates 
a@ generous extra. dividend. No inti- 
mation has come from officials or 
directors-as: to what-is in prospect. 
The present rise is similar to move- 
ments which in the past have pre- 
ceded ag ge favorable to 
stockholders. This was cited yester- 
day by commission house interests 
that are enthusiastic concerning the 
stock’s future. ; 

The main body of stocks moved 
irregularly onthe Stock Exchange 
yesterday, but General Motors was 
under accumulation from the open- 
ing with only one brief reaction in 
the morning. The opening price for 
General Motors was 147, or % point 
above Monday’s close. Buying orders 
had piled up overnight, having come 
from all parts of the country. 

Traders vacationing in Florida had 
placed orders for large blocks and 
these were among the first to be ex- 
ecuted. After this early demand was 
supplied the stock turned heavy on 
profit-taking, sinking to 145%. At 
that level covering orders began to 
pour in from traders short of the 
stock, with’ the result that it was 
swept forward steadily during most 
of the afternoon.

Six bids were received, of which 
three were for the entire issue. 
Three separate groups of bonds were 
included in the award. One of these 
‘was $12,500,000 worth of State Insti- 
tution Building bonds, the fourth and 
last instalment of the $50,000,000 is- 
sue authorized for that purpose. Both 
the other groups consisted of Gen- 
eral Improvement bonds under the 
$100,000,000 issue. 

The first of these groups included 
$7,600,000 worth and the second 
$2,400,000. On the $12;500,000 batch 
an interest rate of 3% per cent. was 
fixed. On the other two the bidders 
were invited to name the interest 
rate, not to exceed 4 per cent. 

The Chase Securities Company took 
the $12,500,000 at 3% per cent., and 
bid 4 per cent. for the $7,600,000 
batch and 8% for the issue of $2,400,- 
000, with a premium of .0799 for the 
entire offering, or $17,977.50.

When they applied to the 
Mint for the purchase and assaying 
of the gold, the Mint refused to 
accept it until the Treasury Depart- 
ment had ruled officially.

HARVESTER REPORTS 
RRGORD NET PROFIT 


Business Volume for 1927 Also 
at High Peak, but Company’s 
Margin Is Reduced. 


NET PROFIT $23,359,215 


President Legge Sees Trade Outlook 
Better Than a Year Ago—Says 
Normal Force Is Employed. 


Record earnings but a reduced 
margin of profit in 1927 were re- 
ported in behalf of the International 
Harvester Company by Alexander 
Legge, President, yesterday. In- 
creased sales of tractors, threshing 
machines and motor trucks were the 
wreatent factor in stimulating. gross 


ngs. 

“Notwithstanding the increase in 
business, only a slight gain was ef- 
fected in net earnings,’’ said Mr. 
Legge. “The margin of trading 
profit—that is, the sales price less the 
cost of manufacture and distribu- 
tion—was less than the precedin 

ear. This reduced margin of profi 

mainly attributable to higher cost 
of manufacture, occasioned by im- 
proved design and quality of product, 
without a corresponding increase in 
sales price.’’ 

The volume of business and net 
profit, however, were at a high 
record, and showed gains above 1926, 
which was the previous record year. 

The net profit after interest, depre- 
ciation, ore and timber depletion, ap- 
propriations for pension fund and 
other charges was $23,359,215 in 
1927, equivalent after preferred divi- 
dends 17.52 a share on 1,059,493 
shares of $100 par common stock out- 
standing at the end of the year. This 
is compared with $22,658,892, or 
$18.12 a share, earned on 998,768 
common shares.

Selfridge Says Mach of Whiteley’s 
Merchandise Was Missing When 
He Tool Control.

LONDON, March 6.—Interesting 
statements in connection with the re- 
cent acquisition of William White- 
ley, Ltd., by Selfridge & Co. were 
made by H. Gordon Selfridge, Chair- 


man and Managing Director, at the 
annual meeting today of the share- 
holders of William Whiteley, Ltd. He 
said that when Whiteley’s was taken 
over it was known that its business 
for years had been declining. 

“A great surprise, however, was in 
store for us,’’ he proceeded, ‘‘for after 
interviews with two or three depart- 
mental buyers we discovered, much 
against their will, that the figures 
og ear gg! to represent their stocks 
n hand were grossly exaggerated 
ana that part of the merchandise as 
indicated in the stock sheets was not 
there on Feb. 14 when the stock was 
listed. 

‘The manipulation, however, of the 
stocks in question had been so cun- 
ningly carried on that prosecution of 
the responsible buyers was not le- 
gally possible. 

“But still further unpleasant con- 
ditions presented themselves. The 
stocks were inventoried and with a 
few notable exceptions it was found 
that departments contained mer- 
chandise five, ten and even twenty- 
five years old and absolutely unsale- 
able at the prices marked and worth 
no more than a fraction of the values 
at which the goods had been pre- 
viously inventoried.’’ 

Mr. Selfridge added that he did not 
personally criticize the previous di- 
rectors and said that perhaps they 
undertook too many details. 


PROTESTS OIL TRACT SALE. 


Seminole Umpire Says Government’s 
Action Would Hurt Restriction.

THE DISTRICT eee OF THE 
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COTTON PRICES MOVE 
IN NARROW LIMITS 


Farther Pressare Develops inEarly 
Trading, but Movements Are 
_Even in Later Sales. 


Cotton fluctuated within extremely 
narrow limits yesterday and ended 
at an advance of 8 to a decline of 5 
points. ‘The increased quantity of 
July contracts that appeared in clos- 
ing dealings Monday was followed 
by further pressure during early 
trading but below 18% cents for the 
May delivery; little cotton became 
available and prices steadied the bal- 
ance of the session. May continued 
to maintain a premium of nearly 
half a cent over October and about 
$2 a bale over New Orleans. Uncer- 
tainty over the half-yearly world’s 
consumption figures, as well as the 
extent of domestic curtailment dur- 
ing February which will be disclosed 
in the census report on March 14, 
and final ginning returns for the 
1927 crop on March 20, all operated 
to restrict the volume of business. 

Overnight selling orders offset the 
routine covering of hedges as cotton 
now in the visible supply passes into 
trade channels. The visible supply is 
now decreasing at the rate of 100,000 
to 150,000 bales weekly. The move- 
ment from the interior is the small- 
est of the season and dealers report 
little spot cotton offered without an 
advance in bid prices to make sales 
attractive. On the other hand, re- 
ports from Carolina mill sections in- 
dicate increased curtailment, some 
mills reducing operations another 
day weekly as a result of quiet dry 
goods conditions. 

According to the Garside Service, 
reports indicate a general downward 
tendency in the world’s spinning in- 
dustry, with the possible exception 
of Great Britain. In Lancashire 
sales of both yarns and cloths are 
in excess of production, whereas on 
the Continent and in Japan manufac- 
turers are not selling the full mill 
output. The amount of cotton still 
left in the interior to come fo 
the balance of the season is placed 
at 2,666,000, exclusive of linters. In- 
cluding linters and the so-called city 
crop, there is left about 3,000,000 
bales, which, with a visible supply of

TUTTLE PUTS CURB. 
ON BAIL RUNNERS 


Declares Inquiry Has. Brought 
Promises to Abide by State Law 
Limiting Premiums, 





FEDERAL STATUTE URGED 


Program to End Bond Evils Will 
Be Drafted at Meeting of Surety 
Men and. Officials. 


st 


United States Attorney Tuttle said 
yesterday that the inquiry into the 
activities of bail bond agents in the 
Federal Building was ended and that 
the constructive purposes of the in- 
quiry had been accomplished. 

The surety companies doing the 
bulk of the Federal business in this 
district, he said, have agreed to 
abide by the New York State law 
which imposes a maximum limit of 3 
per cent. as the premium for a bail 
bond and have agreed that bail-bond 
runners will be employed who are 
saticfactory to him. 

The bail-bond runners, Mr. Tuttle 
said, agreed not to charge more than 
3 per cent. for bonds; the surety 
companies agreed that they will not 
have in the Federal Building more 
than one representative and an alter- 
nate, and promised that bdail-bond 
runners will enter the building only 
for the purpose of producing the per- 
sons for whom they are to furnish 
bonds and that the runners will not 
solicit business in the building. 

Mr. Tuttle said United States Com- 
missioner O’Neill had been charged 
by an order signed by Federal 
Judge Knox to make recommenda- 
tions concerning the regulation of 
the bail-bond business and that he 
would suggest to the Commissioner 
the following recommendations for 
his consideration: 

‘That the Department of Justice be 
urged to secure Federal legislation 
regulating the bail-bond business, 
particularly in the matter of fixing 

a maximum premium and of requir- 
ing affidavits as to the security ob- 
tained and of requiring that all bail- 
bond runners or other solicitors act- 
ing for surety companies shall be 
satisfactory to the United States At- 
torney or other representative of the 
Federal Government. 

‘That the Judges of the United 
States District Court in this district 
be urged to consider the desirability 
of adopting a rule of court requiring 
the bail-bond business in this district 
to be conducted in accordance with 
the State law.’’ 

Mr. Tuttle said that the Surety As- 
sociation of America, representing 
the principal surety companies doin 
business in this city, had appointe 
a bail bond committee which had 
adopted a resolution offering to co- 
operate with State authorities in 
solving bail bond problems. He said 
a conference with officials would be 
held soon to outline a program. 

Commissioner O’Neill, r. Tuttle 
said, would be requested to recom- 
mend that the court rules be 
amended so as to include a provi- 
sion forbidding division of fees be- 
pp bail bond solicitors and law- 


yalbost Behning, Vice President of 
the Association of Grand Jurors of 
New York County, has an article in 
the current issue of The Panel, offi- 
cial publication of the organization, 
in which he advocates a central bail 
court in Manhattan. He says that 
during 1927 millions of dollars or 
their equivalent were borrowed from 
professional bondsmen and agents of 
surety companies on behalf of ar- 
rested persons and that the majority 
of these loans were made at rates 
exceeding the legal 3 per cent. and 
that usurious interest was paid in 
many instances. 

The article says that when the ar- 
rested person shows that he has em- 
ployment and a permanent address 

‘this is of more Importance as a 
guarantee for reappearance than any 
a deposit, especially when 

he offense charged is not of a grave 
character.”’ 

“There is no reason wey such a 
duly identified person might not be 
conditionally released on his own 
recognizance or paroled in the cus- 
tody of his ppecrtn f without being 
compelled to provide a moneta: 
guarantee,’’ Mr. Behning continue

Protective Committee Predicts|™ 


Early Action to Effect 
Reorganization. 


The Stockholders’ Protective Com- 
mittee of the Middle States Oil Cor- 
poration yesterday issued a letter 
stating that ‘‘safe and substantial 
progress has been made in bringing 
order into the affairs of the corpora- 
tion and its subsidiary and affiliated 


companies, and that within a short 
time measures toward a reorganiza- 
tion will take place. 

It is said in the letter that claims 
for income taxes, which originally 
amounted to more than $15,000,000 
will utimately be settled for a small 
sum and that the tax situation is no 
longer an obstacle to the reorganiza- 
tion of the company. 

The letter adds that most of the im- 
portant litigation which confronted 
the company has been satisfactorily 
disposed of, among which was an ac- 
tion brought by the minority stock- 
holders of the Turman Oil Company 
that threatened to prolong the com- 
pany’s receivership indefinitely. 

The receivers have proceeded with 
the preparation of balance sheets, a 
phssical valuation of the vusporties, 
and an inventory as of Dec. 31, 1927, 
which, it is expected, will be ready in 
abcut two months. ‘The daily crude 
oji ;roduction of the Middle States 
group is now about 5,200 barrels, the 
letter says.

panies. These proceedings delayed 
the present suit, which was begun 
four years ago. 

“The Government’s case was not 
presented with such skill and force 
as the argument presented by de- 
fense counsel,’’ r. Haight said. 
“Such men as John W. Davis, for- 
mer Governor Nathan L. Miller and 
Drury Cooper appeared for the de- 
fendants.”’ 

Three witnesses, all technicians in 
the oil business, testified yesterday 
at the trial, which is being heard by 
Federal Judge William N. Runyon 
without a jury in Newark. Both Mr. 
Miller and Mr. Cooper are engaged 
in the present suit.

‘*While we believe the process used 
by this company is not an infringe- 
ment of the patents owned by the 
Texas Corporation, at the same time 
this company is fully indemnified end 
protected against any and all claims 
for damages.’’

He advocated long 
term mail contracts, payments to 
meet the difference in cost of con- 
struction here and abroad and ex- 
pansion of the loan regulations.
